Cullowhee, N. C. (AP)—'Though 
few in number, the mountain for­ 
ests of North Carolina furnish spec­ 
imens of both parasite and sapro­ 
phytic plants, 
Of the parasites, there are mis­ 
tletoe and dodder. 
The Cherikee 
Indians of the Qualla reservation 
here 
call 
the 
mistletoe 
"udlai,” 
meaning “it is married." This is the 
home of the Gerardia, a fern leaved 
false fox-glove and the painted cup, 
both considered "parasitic in nature” 
by botanists. 
Two common examples of sapro­ 
phytic plants—those plants which 
obtain their food from decaying or­ 
ganic m atter—the Indian pipe and 
the pinesap or false beech drops, 
thrive in this section.

"Just how round is the earth?” 
Columbus, though generally cred­ 
ited with proving that the world is 
round, did not discover just how' 
round it Is. 
Scientists ever since 
have been trying to find out the ex­ 
act shape. 
They will come nearer to finding 
out when the line, surveyed all the 
way from the southern tip of Africa 
to 
the northern tip of Norway, is 
finished. 
The earth 
is flattened 
slightly at both poles. The line will 
be 
used in 
calculating 
how 
the 
earth differs in shape from a per­ 
fect sphere on account of the flat­ 
tening. 
To Aid In Map Making 
The line, measured 
with an ac­ 
curacy of one part in 300,000 despite 
its great length, will be the worlds 
longest arc of triangulation. These 
arcs show how the 
earth 
curves 
over any given-distance, 
a 
factor 
that must be taken into account in 
laying 
out 
national 
boundaries, 
drawing maps and charts for mar­ 
iners. and locating the boundaries 


of property. 
Shape of the earth is 
used in calculating lengths of de­ 
grees of latitude and longitude. 
The size and shape of the earth, 
learned by triangulation, also are 
used in calculating the exact dis­ 
tance of the moon for use by as­ 
tronomers. 
The Norway-Africa line has been 
surveyed piecemeal in various coun­ 
tries, and the parts gradually con­ 
nected. 
British surveyors now are filling 
a gap along tile shore of Dike Tan­ 
ganyika, Africa. 
When completed 
the line will extend unbroken from 
the 
shore of the Arctic ocean in 
Norway south through Finland, Es­ 
to n ia , 
Latvia, 
Lithuania,
